Up to the date of the Denishwai outrage our 
Britis’, officials still cherished the delusion that 
there was no serious unrest in Egypt, and that 
the reinforcement of che Army of Occupation 
was solely due tothe hostile attitude of Turkey 
on the frontiers of the Sinai Peninsula. It was 
stil taken for granted that the resolution of 
England to uphold the independence of 
Egypt by force of urms against any aggression 
on the part of the Sultan—must be welcome 
to the people of Egypt, who were supposed to 
dread any reassertion of Turkish authority, 
and so resent the revival of the pretension 
that Egypt, in fact as well asin name, is @ 
vassal province of the Ottoman Empire, These 
delusions were dispelled when it became 
evident that the Moslems, who form’ upwards 
of nine-tenths of the population, 
still acknowledged the supreme authority of 
the Sultan, as the Commander of the Faithful, 
and cared far more for the interests of their 
faith than for the material advantages they 
had obtained, and could only hope to preserve, 
under our military conan. :

MR, ROBERTSON'S AMENDMENT 
“SQUEEZED OUT.” 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 


Lonpon, Wednesday. 

It is understood in well-informed political 
circles here that the amendment which Mr. 
J M. Robertson, M P., proposed to make to 
the Address, proposing an enqgniry into the 
circumstances cf Lord Cromer’s administra- 
tion ot Eeypt, will not be bronght forward, 
as the amendment has been. sqaeezad ont by 
more important basiness. 

If the statements in the above telegram 
be correct, the hopes of the so-called Egyptian 
Nationalist party w |! be considerably damped, 
for it wae confidently believed that the result 
of Mr. Robertson's amendment wonld effact 
eome wonderfal change in the political situa- 
tion in this country. The enthusiastic ad- 
vocates of the theory of “Egypt for the 
Egyptians” imagined when they entertaine1 
the Radical member for the Tyneside division 
of Northamberland to splendid banqnets and 
luncheons, and accompauied him on his pil- 
grimages to Denishwai and other remarkable 
localities, that he was a political personage, 
whose opinions carried considerable weight 
in the Honse of Commons. The highly igno- 
minions misadventure of being “squeezad out” 
which has happened to what was to have been 
an epoch making amendment, will serve to 
remind Mr, Robertson's supporters in Egypt 
that his selfimposed championship of the 
Egyptian Nationalists finds no more favour with 
the existing Liberal Government than it woold 
have done with its predecessors in office.’In the 
present Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire 
we have as good an Imperialist as was aby 
Conservative chief of the Foreign Office. Sir 
Edward Grey forma!ly declared shortly before 
taking office onder the present Government 
that he desired “'to emphasiz3 the need for 
continuity in foreign policy,” and that “at the 
present time it is not only possible, bat it ia 
most important, to adhere to the principle of 
continnity.”’ Oar foreign policy under sacoess- 
ive administrations exemplifies the saying, 
“Plos ca change plas c’est la méme chose,” 
and it is happy for the wolfare of the Empire, 
and particularly of Egypt, that it ig so. It was 
ridiculons to expect, therefore, that a private 
inember of th» House of Commons would be 
able to>impose a new line of policy on the 
Government in regard to Egypt. 


SHIPOWNERS AND SUEZ CANAL. 


THE COLONIAL PROTEST. 


Disappointment is expressed in shipping 
circles at the failure of the Commonwealth 
Government to elicit any satisfactcry assaran- 
ces from the Imperial Government on the 
snbject of the Suez Canal dues, Mr. Deakin, 
the Federal Premier, urged upon Lord Elgin 
that as the Suez Canal shareholders now 
receive a dividend of 28 per ceat., the time 
had arrived for the reconsideration of the 
scale of dues on ships passing through the 
waterway. Apparent!y the Colonial Secretary 
submitted Mr. Deakin’s letter to the three 
representatives of the British Government 
on the Suez Canal board, who seem to have 
taken the view that as Suez Canal shares 
at their present price do not yield more 
than 8 or 4 per oént., that circumstance must 
be considered. ‘I'he same directors also sug- 
gested that, as the British Government gets a 
dividend of over £1,000,’ 00 per annum on ita 
Sarcz Canal share-, a reduction of the tariff 
would be practivally equivalent to a subsidy 
of shipping at the expense of the Government. 
The Treasury and the Board of Trade, it 
seems, approved the report of the British 
Government directors, and expressed the opi- 
nion that nothing was to be gained by pursaing 
the subject in the absence of a due regard 
for the interesta of those who have a financial 

British shipowners are waiting with some 
anxiety the arrival of the text of the corres- 
pondence from Aostralia, because the poiat 
they made when this subject was previonsly 
discussed was that, by a formal agreement 
entered into by the Suez Canal Company 
some years back, the dividends paid by the 
company should not have reached their present 
position until the dues had been redacad much 
below the existing level. They are naturally 
carious to know how far this argament of 
theirs has been pressed upon the Imperial 
Government by the Commonwealth Premier. 
In the meantime, the crisp comments on the 
correspondence which have appeared in the 
Anstralian newspapers, which suggest that a 
British Minietry, profsssedly anxious to strike 
off the shackles of trade, has in this case 
shown itself curions!y indifferent, will add no 
little interest to the.debate on the question of 
Suez Canal charges, at the meeting of the 
Chamber of Shipping. 


STRANDING CF VRBSSELS IN THE 
SUEZ CANAL. 

The directors of the Suez Canal have recent- 
ly come in for a good deal of abuse in certain 
shipping qnarters, and the latest complaint 
is with regard to the freqnent stranding of 
veeselain the caval. Although it is admitted 
that in many cases these accidents are the 
reanlt of carelessress on the part of those in 
charge of the veasels, the directors are aconsed 
of ak'mping the necessary dradging operationa, 
with the resu't that the fairway ia narrow. A 
eacual consideration of the fects, however, is 
anflicient to demonstrate the shallowness of 
the charge. If theese accident are the result 
of insofficient dredgirg it remains to be 
explained how the largest vossela ran through 
withoat difficulty.

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 


Sant nEEnE Jenenemnnnene 


A FRENCHMAN’S APPRECIATION. 


It is noteworthy that simultaneously with 
the publication of Mr. Edward D cey’s attack 
‘on Lord Cromer’s policy in Egypt in his new 
‘book “Ezypt of the Fatare,” a Frenchman 
pablishes an article in the ‘Fortnightly Re- 
view” which is full of praise for Lord Cromer’s 
work. M. de Guerville’s article is au ab!e resa- 
imé of the present situation in Ezypt. M. de 
| Querville’s sympathy with the work of England 
opon the Nie is well known, and this article 
formsa pleasant appendix to what he has said 
in bis recent book. 

The following is the article in qnestion : — 
“Eogland has rendered an indispatable service 
to the cause Of civilisation.” 

This is the expression used by the femons 
i French statesman, M. de Fraycivet, in bis

European interests in that country.

There has been mach talk latterly in certain 
quarters, both on the Continent and in Great 
Britain, of so called ‘‘discontent”. among thé 
Egyptiang, of violent opposition to England, 
of a reawakening of religions fanaticism 
against Christians on the part of Moha- 
medans, and finally of the possibility of a 
grave financial crisis, 

I have passed the last two wiaters in Egypt 
and the Sadan, and have been in daily 
eootact with all classes of the population there, 
..-dying the sitaation with the greatest 
interest and the most absolute impartiality. 
Now I have arrived at the definite ‘conclasion 
that from the top to the bottom of the social 
scale the inhabitants of the country, the very 
great majority of the inhabitants, recognise the 
work achieved by Eugland, pay her a real debt 
of gratitude for their present prosperity, and 
are perfectly saticfied with the existing state 
of thiags. Of this there cannot be any doubt, 
Egypt's prosperity is very real ; financially the 
government is more than prosperous ; and if 
a financial crisis of any kind were to arise, it 
would concern merely the hundreds of more 
or less doubtfal companies ‘who have fi »oded 
the markets of Alexandria’ and Cairo with 
shares that have no troe value. 

It is these companies, launched by speca- 
lators of questionable honesty, that the 
Evropean public should distrust.

As for the 
people, they remember too well the sofferings 
of the past, the crimes and ivjastice, the black 
misery, the crashing taxation, and the grinding 
tyrauny of the corvée, to be anything but happy. 

The great 
majority perc-ive that if the English were to 
quit to-morrow the poverty, raiv, and chaos of 
a quarter of a centary ago would retarn. 

We may therefore be very surethat the 
discontent recently manifested, and the slight 
disturbances which have occarred in Alexandria 
and elsewhere, do not express the feelings of 
the great majority of the population. No donbt 
that population is extremely sensitive to every- 
thing affecting its religion, and here—as with 
all Mohamedan peoples—a spark will suffise 
to kindle fanaticism and cause a conflagration 
to barat forth; bot the Eoglish understand 
this qaestion of Mussalman fanaticiam too 
well, and their-experience is too great and too 
extensive to permit of their giving it the 
smallest foothold. Lord Cromer and his advisers 
leave the Khedive and his Massalman uwi- 
nisters in absolute control of religious affsics, 

Like nearly all great seaporte, certsin 
quarters of Alexandria are infested by very bad 
characters, the scam of all the lowest classes of 
Earope and the Bast, end these have their habi- 
tation amongst those of -he indigenons popula.-.

A handful 
of enterprising agitators may easily create 
a ama!) uprising, which a telegram makes the 
most of, exaggerates, and presents to the 
readers of some Earopean newspaper as the 
beginning of a revolation that can only end in 
a sanguinary massacre. ‘I'he question is to 
know who has an interest to +e:ve in creating 
this state of things. Opinions are divided, but 
for cariosity’s sska I will spec.fy here those 
that have the most adherents. 

1. Many persous who are conversant with 
Ea:tarn affairs have no hesitation io declarivg 
that the Saltan is the sole canse of that 
oppost iv movement which has manifested 
itvelf of late. He certainly cannot view with 
pleasure the definite instaliation of the English 
in Egypt, or the wonderfal prosperity of that 
country—a prosperity which brit g, in abso- 
lutely nothing to ‘Turkey, who nevertheless 
still virtually remains the suzarain State. 

By creating d ficulties for Eugland in Egypt, 
difficulties which if they became serious might 
oblige the other Powers to intervene, the 
Saltan might hope to raise the Egyptian 
qaestion once again. Hs might hope to have 
it decided more in bis favour than it was by 
the last treaty between |'rance and England, 
who, it must be allowed, troubled themselves 
but littleaboot him! Or, indeed, it might 
eqaally be the case that the Sultan merely 
seeks to do what is asked of him, and us hia 
influence as a religious authority to. soothe 
the fanatics —a little service in - exchange for 
which he would demand an sogmentation of 
the annual tribate which Egypt, ttie vassal 
State, pays to his exchequer, 

2. Others do not hesitate to accnse his 
Highness the Khedive of covertly encouraging 
the malcontents, his object being firstly to be 
agreeable to the Saltan, by thas proving that 
he is before all a» Mussulman and the enemy 
of the foreigner : and, farther, to aogment his 
prestige in the eyes of Eagland, and his infla‘ 
evce as the reigions head of his sabjects. In. 
short, he would like to make himself absolute 
master of the sitaation by continually keeping 
in view the phantom of Mussalman fanaticism 
aud of some formidable catastrophe which he 
alone can arrest—or let loose. 

I know his Highness the Khedive perso- 
nally, his love of peace and qniet, his care for 
his people, and his desire of remaining on good 
terms with Eogland, well enongh not to 
attach any importance to this particular 
report, 

3. ‘I'o many foreigners, residents in Egypt 
and elsewhere, the question isa very simple 
one, and can be snmmed up thoa: ‘“Cherchez 
la pe fide Albion.”
